BERENDUM MURDERER. 

’ Official instructions arrived here on Monday

were to he so plac din the execution ground as 
to allow of heir witnessing the punishment 
inflicted for murder, diyustappears to have 
taken the place-of astocishment. The rumour.’ 
however, proved. to be an idle «one, That the 
place, and the, manner bf. the execution were 
most wisely decided upon every reflecting mind 
will be willing to admit, “Murders have been of 
rather too frequent occurrence in our Settlement 
of late years, and there can be not the sliphtest 
doubt that the execution of to-day will act as. a 
thousand times stronger deterrent upon the

execution carried out in the jordinary manner 
outside the prison walls, In centres of, 
civilisation such a mode of procedure could 
not, of course, be for one moment entertained, 
because it is there found to’be unnecessary; but

The ¢xecution procession left the gadl at 5 
am., the guard consisting of a-posse of Sikhs 
under the ‘charge of Sergeant Mitchell. As the 
procession was ‘leaving, the bell of the Police 
campong began to'toll. The prisoner sat ona 
chaie in'a bullock cart in which was placed the 
coffin to receive the body after execution. On 
arrival at the Central Station the Malay con- 
lingent fell in’ with the Sikhs. «The route of 
the procession was hy way of Kubu as far asthe 
sixth mile-stone on the Bachang Road to Pulau 
Samak. A short. halt was made at Batu, 
Berendum Police Station, and Buntalithen asked:
